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BRANCH COUNTY. 



The county of Branch is situated in nearly the centre of the south- 
ern tier of counties adjoining the Indiana state line, and is bounded on 
the north by Calhoun county, on the east by Hillsdale county, on the 
south by Indiana, and on the west by St. Joseph county. 

It was organized in 1833, being called, previous to that date, the 
township of Grreen a part of St. Joseph county, and contains an area 
of 528 square miles, of which about 150,000 acres are improved. The 
St Joseph river flows through the northern part of the county, while 
the remainder is well watered by the Prairie and Coldwater rivers, Big 
Swan and Little Swan creeks and their tributaries. Pleasant, Stone, 
and Deadwood lakes are the principal ones in the county, though there 
are numerous small lakes and ponds in the central and southern por- 
tions. The surface is generally level though somewhat broken in the 
eastern part. The slope being toward the southwest. The soil is 
diversified, consisting, upon the level or prairie portions, of a dry, 
black, rich loam, and in the timbored openings, of a yellow sandy 
loam, which although not so rich as that of the prairie, produces, 
when thoroughly cultivated, abundant crops. Two thirds of the coun- 
ty is in oak openings and prairie, the remainder well timbered. 

The streams, though small comparatively, furnish excellent water 
power, which, is being rapidly improved. 

There are sixteen organized townships in the county : Alagansee, 
Batavia, Bethel, Bronson, Butler, California, Coldwater, Grirard, Gril- 
ead, Kindorhook, Matteson, Noble, Quincy, Sherwood, and Union, 
together with, the incorporated city of Coldwater and villages of Quin- 
cy, Union City, and Bronson, containing an aggregate population of 
26,339. * 

No county in the State will rank before Branch in the fertility of 
its soil or the amount produced compared with the number of acres 
under cultivation.

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igan Air Line passes through the county, and the Ohio and Lake Mich- 
igan Kailroad is in process of construction, which, when completed, 
will add much to the value of real estate in the county, besides contrib- 
uting largely toward the development of its vast agricultural resources. 

The County Seat was first located at Mason ville in 1830, but owing 
to an accident of the commissioners, who failed to be sworn in, their 
action was not confirmed, consequently new commissioners were ap- 
pointed by the Governor, who located the county seat at ''Branch," 
about two miles southwest of there, within the township of Coldwater, 
where it remained until 1840. 

A building was erected in 1837-38 which served the double pur- 
pose of Court House and Jail. The sum of $383 was given for its 
construction. But in 1838 the sum of $250 was raised to put the jail 
in condition for use. In 1840 the county seat, by an act of the Legis- 
lature, was removed to the village, now city, of Coldwater, where it 
still remains. 

The court house and jail being at Branch the courts held their ses- 
sions there, and the citizens of Coldwater anxious to have the business, 
it is said, persuaded one Delos Woodard, then in jail for steaUng Dr. 
Stillman's horse, when drunk, to burn the jail so that the busineSvS 
would come to Coldwater, for which kind act, on the part of Delos, 
they sent him to the penitentiary. 

The trials and difficulties, with which the pioneers had to con- 
tend, were many, among which, not the least, was the want of mills. 
There were no mills for grinding nearer than Constantino, 35 miles 
west, or Tecumseh, 55 miles east, and it was a journey of several days 
to and from either of those places, traveling, as they were obliged to, 
by marked trees through the woods. The first mill for grinding built 
in the county was built in 1832, by one Kirk, John Allen, Seth Dun- 
ham, and Dr. Hill, on the west branch of Coldwater river, one mile 
south of the present Branch mills, and was known as the ' ' Poka Mills. ' ' 
The stones were made of the so called rock stone, and the bolt was of 
book muslin. 

In 1840 it passed into the hatids of R. J. Champion, and was com- 
monly known as the " Black Hawk Mill." It has since been rebuilt, 
and is owned by Mr. Munson. 

The first land ever deeded in this county, on record, was Dec. 3d, 
1830, by Jno. Gr. Richardson to Jno. Potter, and recorded June 8th,

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1831, Jno. W. Anderson county register. The first tax collected in 
the county amounted to $7,36, fees fifty cents, which when compared 
with the tax of 1870, shows at a glance the vast increase of population 
and wealth which a few years will bring about. The amount of tax 
collected in 1870 amounts^ito $36,960,15. 

The first town meeting ever held embraced the whole county (town- 
ship of Grreen) it was held in a pole cabin, where now the Branch mills 
are, one half mile south of the village of Branch. The size of the 
cabin was fourteen by eighteen feet — all the voters in the county were 
present and during a shower all were inside the spacious building and 
plenty of room for more. 

In October, 1833, Messrs. Silas A. Holbrook, Supervisor of Gold- 
water, and Jeremiah Tillotson, Supervisor of Prairie River, met and 
organized the first Board of Supervisors, by appointing Mr. Tillotson 
president, and Seth Dunham clerk. Mr. McCarty was the first Sheriff 
of this county. 

The year 1835 marked the advent of many from the State of New 
York, and a large emigration from that region continued to add to the 
population, which in 1837, had increased to the number of 4,016. 

The first Quarterly Meeting ever held in the county was held in a 
small frame building owned by Allen Tibbets, standing on the spot 
where H. C. Lewis' residence now stands, James Grilruth was the Pre- 
siding Elder, and preaching, cooking, praying, and eating, were all car- 
ried on in the same room, there being but one in the house, and thirty 
people were accommodated from Saturday night until Monday morn- 
ing. Mr. Tibbetts remarks that if the devil was ever in a ho^ it must 
have possessed one at that time, for while service was being conducted 
on the inside an old porker came and rooted over and ate the best part 
of the dinner, being cooked in a "Dutch oven " on the outside. Eld. 
Gilruth being a large man required two horses, riding one until tired 
out and then changing the saddle to the oiher ; he was the only Pre- 
siding Elder in the State at that time. 

The first religious society in the county was formed in the house 
above mentioned, by Elijah H. Pilcher, traveling preacher of the M. 
E. Church. The society consisted of four members. 

The first temperance society formed in the county was organized 
by Bishop Chase, and the seed then sown has sprung up and brought 
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forth mucli fruit, and Sons and Daughters of Temperance, Washing- 
tonians, and Q-ood Templars, are still at work in the good cause. 

The first coroner's inquest held in the county was in a little cabin 
on the east bank of Coldwater river, now in the limits of Chicago St. 
The man was found frozen to death with a jug of whisky by his side, 
on the farm now owned by Wilson Cooley. The first newspaper pub- 
lished in Branch county was started in 1832. 

The settlement of Branch county was retarded by hunters and 
trappers, reporting it to be low and marshy, unfit for cultivation. They 
knowing their occupation would be gone when it became thickly set- 
tled, were not slow to circulate the story, and were believed until some 
more venturesome pushed boldly forward and found, as it has proved 
to be, one of the finest agricultural sections in the State.

SCHOOL STATISTICS. 
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COLDWATER CITY AND TOWNSHIP. 



The first white man who settled within the territory of what is 
now the city of Coldwater, was a Mr. Hugh Campbell, who, in 1829, 
emigrated here from New York. In 1831 there were located at Cold- 
water, John Wilson, who built his shanty on the spot where now 
stands the Methodist Episcopal Church — ^little did he think that in so 
few short years an imposing structure, capable of seating a thousand r 
would be reared on the site of his log cabin in the wilderness ; Hugh 
Campbell, who located where H. C. Lewis's residence now stands ; 
Robert J. and William H. Cross pitched their tent in the east, where 
is now the residence of Dr. Sprague ; Joseph Hanchett built his cabin 
on the spot where now stands the old bakery, opposite the post-office. 
These, at that date, were the sum total of the buildings standing in 
(the now city of) Coldwater. 

The Chicago road, as laid out, ran about four rods north of Jo- 
seph Hanchett' s house, and the stump, where he and his neighbors 
pounded their corn, stood on the lot now occupied by the store of E. 
R. Clarke & Co. 

The first land ever plowed in this town was a lot of twenty acres 
lying south and east of H. C. Lewis's residence-, and on this lot was 
planted the first orchard in Branch county. The second was set out 
by Harvey Warner, and one of the trees now stands by the road side 
at Masonville. 

September 1st, 1830, Hugh Campbell entered the west half of the 
north-west fourth of section twenty-two ; Joseph Hanchett the east 
half of the north-west quarter of section twenty-one ; R. J. and Wm. 
H. Cross the east six lots of section twenty-two. In February, Camp- 
bell sold his eighty acres to the Crosses for $180, with twenty acres 
plowed and sixteen apple trees set out, and a shanty built. This was 
one of the coldest winters ever known — snow twenty inches deep, and 
Coldwater River frozen on the first of December so as to be impass- 
able for teams until the ice was broken.

In 1831, Allen Tibbets bought of the Crosses the west half of the 
north-west quarter of section twenty-two. Silas A. Holbrook and 
others were at that time added to the settlement. , The first town 
meeting ever held was at the house of John Morse, April 7, 1 834, 
Seth Dunham, clerk. 

One of the first frame buildings erected in town was a part of the 
^'Oriental House," built by Benjamin Smith, of Girard, for John 
Morse, and was called the *^ Phenix Hotel," John Morse, landlord, 
who was for a long time the proprietor. 

Rev. Allen Tibbets was the first resident preacher of the gospel. 
He emigrated to this county in 1831, and delivered his first discourse 
in July of that year. 

The first house erected in Coldwater was built by Hugh Campbell, 
on the spot where now stands the north wing of the '^ Lewis Art Gal- 
lery." 

Harvey Warner, who is well known to nearly all of our citizens, is 
one of the pioneers. He came to locate land in 1830, and moved from 
Clinton, Lenawee county, in 1831. He now resides, with his family, 
in an elegant brick mansion one mile south of the courthouse, his res- 
idence commanding a fine view of the city and surrounding country. 

In 1832 the village was laid out, by Messrs. Hanchett & Tibbets, 
under the name of Lyons, which was, the following year, changed to* 
Coldwater, being the interpretation of the Indian word ''Chuck-sen- 
ya-bish," which was applied by them to the river upon which the 
place is built. The first physician was Dr. Chase, who located here in 
1833. On removing the county seat from Branch to this place, the 
village received considerable impetus, and from the completion of the 
M. S. E. R. to this place, in 1851, the village increased rapidly in 
size. The Legislature passed an act incorporating the village of Cold- 
water, February 29, 1837. The first election held under it was on 
the first Monday of Maj^^, in the same year, when Hon. Hiram 
Alden, then Representative in the Legislature from Branch county, 
was elected President ; Hiram Shoudler, Recorder ; Wilham H. Cross, 
Silas A. Holbrook, Joseph Hanchett, Reuben J. Champion, Harvey 
Warner, and John J. Curtis, Trustees. 

A city charter was obtained in 1861, and at the present time the 
the city of Coldwater is one of the most beautiful and flourishing in- 
land cities in the State. Distance from Detroit, 100 miles south-west, 
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by common road ; 132 miles by rail ; fare, $3.90. One hundred and 
fifty-five miles east of Chicago ; fare, $4.90. Eighty-seven miles from 
Toledo; fare, $2.70. 

The city contains seven churches, representing the Presbyterian, 
Episcopal Methodist, Baptist, Episcopal, Wesleyan Methodist, Ger- 
man Lutheran, and Catholic denominations. The Presbyterian, M. 
E. , and Baptist church buildings are among the finest in the State. 
The Presbyterian, being the last erected, went a little broader and a 
little higher than its predecessors. 

The school buildings far exceed those of most towns of the size of 
Coldwater. The central and fourth ward buildings are elegant and 
imposing structures ; the third ward building is a commodious one, 
though not presenting so fine an appearance as the others. 

The county buildings ** are nothing to brag of." The jail is 
worthless. It is to be hoped that the people of Branch county will 
soon see the error of their ways, and erect county buildings worthy of 
the name, which will show the honest pride and laudable ambition 
which we know exists among the people of this highly favored county. 

There are upwards of two hundred mercantile and mechanical 
establishments, offices, etc., including large and elegant business blocks, 
several of which are in process of completion ; two weekly newspa- 
pers, three banking establishments, and six hotels. 

The city is finely laid out, on rich prairie land, the streets running 
at right angles, lighted with gas and ornamented with shade trees. 
There are a large number of fine residences, and but few buildings of 
an inferior order. The trade of the city is quite important, it being 
the central depot for wool, grain producers, and also an excellent mar- 
ket for horses (some of the best in the country being raised in the 
vicinity), cattle, and five stock generally, as well as for fruit and every 
description of produce. 

A branch of the Coldwater River, which flows through the town, 
affords an excellent water power. 

The city of Coldwater, according to census lately taken, contains 
a population of 4,477, (some two or three thousand missing, and not 
accounted for. ) 

The township of Coldwater — sometimes called the rim-— contains 
the city of Coldwater, in the center of the township, and the village 
of Branch. Branch was first settled in 1832, by Harvey Warner,

Elisha and Hart Warner, and Joel Burlingame, father to the Hon. 
Anson Burlingame, known and honored in three continents, and by 
whose death civilization lost a staunch promoter. For the next five 
years. Branch was the business center for the county. 

The township of Coldwater is one of the finest in the county, aad 
is excelled by none in the State. The county farm and buildings are 
located in this town, on the Marshall road, south of the city. It con- 
tains a population of 1,534. 



THE LEWIS ART GALLERY. *

Coldwater city will soon become, if it is not already, more widely 
known through the fame of this gallery, than by any other means. 
Mr. Lewises collection is double the size of any other, either public or 
private, on this continent, and in its merits it will bear favorable com- 
parison. In view of these facts, is it too much to hope that what 
Florence is to Italy, Coldwater may become, in time, to America — a 
great art center ? The paintings and statuary number 463, being prin- 
cipally of the former. There are in the galleries of this country pic- 
tures more expensive than these, but the merits of these will compare well 
with the most expensive. These were purchased more with a view to 
their merits than the reputation of the artist, which it is known has 
sold many ordinary productions. The larger part of the paintings 
were selected by Mr. Lewis while on a year and a half tour in Europe, 
with his estimable lady. He had given, for a long time, especial study 
to the fine arts, and had well qualified himself for making excellent 
selections. Knowing that it was useless to make a gallery with the 
works of the old masters, he procured copies of their celebrated paint- 
ings, and many pieces by eminent living artists. Among those copied 
from, are the well known names of Raphael, Salvator Rosa, Murillo, 
Guide, Michael Angelo, Corregio, Titan, and many others well known 
to the lovers of art. When Mr. Lewis returned from Europe, he 
erectei the south part of the present gallery, a brick building 23x53 
feet, with ceilings 25 feet high, and lighted by sky-light, and has it now 
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filled mostly with copies from that collection. When the celebrated 
Thompson collection was offered for sale, Mr. Lewis purchased from it 
the larger part of the best paintings, among which are the *' Sleeping 
Beauty," ''The Attack on the Emigrant Train," "The Death of 
Wolf," "John Knox Accused of Treason," and " Hagar in the Wil- 
derness." most of which have a national reputation. He procured at 
the same time about sixty portraits, by eminent artists, of celebrated 
characters, which add largely to the interest of the gallery. This is the 
largest collection of portraits in the country, except one. For this last 
purchase there has been erected an addition 40 x 40 feet, lighted sam ^. 
as the other. The best feature of this splendid collection of art is, 
that it is closed to none, that it is free to all. There is no other free 
gallery in tBe country, owned by a private individual. Every Satur- 
day throngs of visitors are there. They come from far and near, all 
seeming to deeply enjoy and appreciate the feast so bounteously set 
before them. When we consider the character that this fine gallery 
gives our city, how its influence on our people is to cultivate in them a 
taste and knowledge of fine arts, how this same influence will elevate, 
purify and enhghten public taste and soften manners ; when we con 
sider that all this is being done by the presence of these works of art 
in our midst ; we ask the question, as has often been done by others, 
what better thing could have been done for our city than the founding 
of this noble and generous institution by Henry C. Lewis ? We 
know that a thankful and appreciative people say that the right work 
lias been done, and by the right man.

The township of California is situated in the southeast corner of 
Branch county, bounded north by Alagansee, east by Hillsdale county, 
south by the State of Indiana, west by Kinderhook. 

The first location made by actual settlement was in the fall of 
1835, by Samuel Beach and J. R. Hall. The former has been dead 
some years ; the latter still lives in the county. Mr. Beach, assisted 
by his son William and James H. Lawrence, put up the first house in 
the township. 

In February of 1836 came the first white family— the family of 
Mr. Samuel Beach, consisting of himself, wife and eight children. 
Soon other '* land lookers ** began to throng the woods. The first who 
came were Mr. Ira Purdy, Stillman Elwell, and a young man by the 
name of Rice ; and after the wUd was broken, settlers came more rap- 
idly, and now the township contains a population of 800. 

James H. Lawrence, Ira R. Hall and others of the early settlers 
«till live to see the changes which thirty four years have brought about. 

Mr. Hall was the jailor at Canandaigua, N. Y., at the time the 
mob took *^ Morgan*' the mason from jai]|^ At Hall's Corners there is 
quite a village, several business places, and a fine chance for more.

QUINCY VILLAGE AND TOWNSHIP. 



Horace Wilson was the first settler in the Township of Quincy. 
He located two miles east and three fourths of a mile north of the cen- 
tre of the present village of Quincy in 1831. * 

He kept a hotel three years, and in the summer of 1 834 went to 
Detroit for supplies and died while making the journey. He was high- 
ly esteemed. A widow, son and daughter were left to mourn his loss. 

The daughter married E. G. Berry, M, D., who stiil resides in 
Quincy, and has at different times held offices of trust, and has filled

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them with honor to himself and his constituents. He is the oldest set- 
tler now living in the town of Quincy. 

The son, Horace Wilson, still owns and resides on his father's farm. 
Wm. H, St. Clair settled one mile east of the town line. He sold to 
James G. Corbus in 1834. The house now upon the place is the old- 
est building in the township of Quincy — men came from Clinton, sixty 
miles, to help raise the frame. 

In 1834 Samuel Berry and Reuben Cornish settled in Quincy. Mr, 
Cornish, in 1834, built the first hotel in what is now the village, the 
same foundation upon which now stands the '* Quincy Hotel." 

Among those who settled in the township of Quincy in 1834, were 
Mr. Vanselus, Henry Hastings, John Broughton, Mr. Loomis, and 
Conrad Knapp. 

In 1835 many additional settlers came and settled in Quincy, 
among whom were Gleorge and Frank Babcock, the Berry, and the 
Clizbe families, and Samuel Alger, father of Isaac P. Alger, a skillfuj 
physician of Coldwater, an able public speaker, and the compiler of 
many of these sketches of pioneer life. Many are the quaint anec- 
dotes told of Sam Berry, one of which follows : A lawyer called to see 
his son's docket — he being Justice — Sam told him "Enos han't got no 
docket he keeps it in his head, has gone away and carried it vnth him. 

Quincy Township contains many fine farms, is well watered, and 
its inhabitants are wide awake thorough going people. Population, 
1,534. 

Quincy Village is situated on the Lake Shore and Michigan South- 
ern Railroad, six miles east of Coldwater, contains a population, accord- 
ing to the last census just completed, of 1,094. 

The village contains four churches, Methodist, Presbyterian, Bap- 
tist, and Episcopal, a fine school building of five departments, three 
hotels, good brick blocks of stores, and shops too numerous to mention, 
a large stave factory, foundry, flour mill, carriage factories, saw mill, a 
weekly paper, *' The Quincy Times,'' published by The Times Compa- 
ny, many fine residences, and is, in short, a beautiful country village 
with bright prospects. 

Quincy is bounded north by Butler, east by Hillsdale county, south 
by Alagansee, and west by Coldwater.

Whig 
Centre contains the town house, a wagon shop, stave factory, black- 
smith shop, post office, and two steam saw mills, no stores, the trading 
being done at Quincy, Litchfield, and Homer,

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GIRARD TO\VNSHIP. 



GiRARD is bounded north by Calhoun County, east by Butler, 
south by Coldwater, and west by Union. It was settled, in 1830, by 
James B. Thorn pkins, Joseph and James Corbus, Edward Hanchett, 
and Henry Yanhenning, all still living, worthy and honored citizens. 

The township of Girard is one of the finest agricultural districts 
in the county. It contains " Cookush Prairie," which occupies about 
one- third of the center of the township. It is watered by Hog Creek, 
which runs nearly through the center of the town. 

The soil is rich, and very fertile. Many fine residences and well 
cultivated farms show the inhabitants to be intelligent and enterpris- 
ing. It contains a population of 1,238. 

Girard Center contains the post-office, two general stores, three 
blacksmith shops, one boot and shoe shop, a carriage and wagon shop, 
two churches— Baptist and Methodist, — a fine school building, and 
several other public buildings and residences, the office and residence 
of Dr. Chauncy, an old resident of the town, and Dr. Clizbee, a young 
man lately graduated from Ann Arbor, who is rapidly gaining a good 
reputation as a physician. 

In 1831 there settled on the west side of Girard Prairie Benjamin 
Smith, Martin Barnhart, and Mr. Craig. Mr. Smith is still living, 
and owns one of the finest farms on the prairie. Mr. Barnhart' s grist 
mill and saw mill at Hodunk, are known as the Cookush Mills, 

Henry Yanhinning, in the spring of 1831, when plowing his lot 
for corn, was stopped by the Indians, who thought him encroaching 
upon their rights. Mr. Y. went for Mr. Corbus, who came as arbiter 
between him and the Indians. The difficulty was amicably settled by 
Mr. Y.^s agreeing to give them one half of the crop. The next spring 
William McCarty plowed a lot for the Indians, on the east prairie, at 
$5 per day, " Shu-ne-ah," (silver).

He had an 
attachment for other people's valuables, and was a kind of pioneer col- 
porteur, appointed by himself, for the purpose of distributing sundry 
articles. If a man had more than he really needed, ^^Sile'* would 
take and give to his neighbors who had not enough, and so equalize 
things in the community. The lawyers called him a thief and treated 
him as such, but he was a kind hearted, accommodating neighbor, 
although his lawless acts would fill ^ volume in the history of this

GiLEAD is bounded north by Bethel, east by Kinderhook, south 
by the State of Indiana, and west by Noble. Gilead was first settled 
in 1836 by Samuel Boot and Mr. Kessler, and in 1838 Emmerson 
Marsh, Elisha Williams, and Mr. Benney, came to this town. At this 
date there were but two horses in the township. Qilead is well wa- 
tered by several small lakelets and a stream passing through the town- 
ship, on which is a mill site. If not the first, at least the second agri- 
cultural town in the county, h nd as Bishop Chase remarked, *' I shall 
call this place Gilead and here will I locate." 

Near the center there is a section of sugar maples surrounded by 
a beautiful burr oak plains. It contains many fine farms among which 
is that of Hon. Cyrus G. Luce, who is well known to the inhabitants of 
the State by his judicious acts in its Legislative Halls. A. A. Luce, 
who has for the past three years ably filled the office of County Super- 
intendent of , Schools, resides in this township. At Gilead Center — 
Marsh's Corners — ^is a school house, post office, and church. East Gil- 
ead — ^Arnold's Corners — also contains a post office, this township being 
more highly favored in this respect than the most of its sister towns. 

The productiveness of the soil can be ascertained by the character 
of the crops. There was from this town, on exhibition at the State 
Fair af 1870, corn stalks measuring seven feet up to the ears, and sew- 
tnttm feet high, grown by Mr. Green, brother of the Hon. David M, 
Green, present Judge of Probate. 

Gilead has a population of 798.

BETHEL TOVV^NSHIP. 



Bethel is bounded north by Batavia, east by Ovid, south by 
Gilead, and west by Bronson. 

It was settled in 1 836-7, by the Bateses, Cards, Lanpheres and 
Wises, numbering several families, ail related by blood or marriage. 
These constituted quite a colony. They early received the name of 
"South America*' for their settlement, and retain it still. As a com- 
munity they have observed the first command of God to man, and lit- 
erally fulfilled it : Genesis, 1st chapter, first clause of 28th verse. 

West of the center of the town is a burr oak plain, known as 
Snow Prairie, which is a beautiful plat of ground, of many splendid 
farms. A fine school house and the Town House are located there. 
William T. Amerman, Supervisor of Bethel, has a good farm, well 
cultivated. On this farm are several large chestnut trees — a tree 
rarely seen in this section. 

The surface of Bethel is rolling, and about equally divided into 
timbered land and openings. In the north and west parts of the town 
are the farms of Maylon and Lyman Smeade, on a plat of level coun- 
try once covered with hickory, beech and walnut timber, one of the 
richest localities within the limits of the county. 

Bethel has a population of 1,518.

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Batavia is bounded north by Union, east by Coldwater, south by 
Bethel, and west by Matteson. Batavia was first settled in 1834 by 
Arthur Stoddard on section 13. In 1835 and '36, Leonard Taylor, 
known as Col. Taylor, of the Michigan MiUtia, settled in the Town- 
ship. He kept the Hatavia House, and in 1837 the county officers 
were, on a time, assembled at his house for a jubilee, when a traveler 
who had put up for the night, as was supposed, called for his bill and 
his horse. The landlord not knowing the cause of his uncermonious 
departure, asked the reason. "Why," said he, "I'm afraid to stay 
here ; I'll go on to Bronson." Taylor then informed him that his up- 
roarious guests were the most respectable men in the county, namely, 
the county officers. To which the traveler replied : " My God I what 
must the rest be ; get my horse,^' In 1 835-' 36, Bat i via was rapidly 
settled by an enterprising class of men, namely : Martin P. Olds, 
afterwards Judge Olds, the Woodards, Smeads, Samuel Gary, the 
Ensleys, Parkers, Morgan L. Tyler, Daniel Sprague, and others. 
Batavia Center contains a stave-factory, saw-mill, a public house, a 
fine commodious brick school building and several residences. The 
post office is at the public house on the Chicago road seven miles 
southwest of Coldwater. Batavia contains a cheese factory, owned by 
M. B. Barnhart and Mr. Johnson. In 1870 they manufactured 6000 
lbs. of fine cheese, although they did not commence operations until 
June. It is situated in one of the best grazing localities in the 
county, and conducted by energetic proprietors. Batavia contains 
many splended farms, among which are the farms of Mr. Burroughs, 
Philo Porter (once sheriff of the county) and Wilson J. Cooley. Mr. 
Cooley raised on his farm the past year 615 bushels of potatoes per 
acre. He has practically illustrated the fact that farming pays.

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UNION CITY AND TOWNSHIP. 



Union Township is bounded north by Calhoun county, east by 
Girard, south by Batavia and west by Sherwood. Union was first set- 
tled by J. Gr. Hammond and Esquire Mosely in 1833 ; also Martin 
Barnhart who built the Cookush Mills at Hodunk, afterwards burned. 
In 1836-8 Esq. Case, Buel, Hawley, and others settled in this township. 
Union is watered by the St. Joseph and Coldwater rivers, and was heavily 
timbered with walnut, whitewood, beech, maple, etc., and has a deep 
rich soil, but owing to the heavy timber the improvements progressed 
but slowly for many years. 

The Hon. Ezra Bostwick, one mile southwest of Union City, has 
a large and valuable farm, and although his buildings may be called 
old style, they are numerous enough to be called a country villa. 

Union has the advantage over all other towns in the county, hav- 
ing the best water privileges, and consequently has better facilities for 
manufacturing. Now having the Michigan Air Line Railroad com- 
pleted through the town, giving her advantages which she will ot be 
slow in accepting. 

Union contains the village of Orangeville, (or Hodunk) it has a 
public house, post office, one general store, blacksmith shop, a flouring 
mill five stories high. This mill was erected by Roland Root of Cold- 
water, in 1847. There are two saw mills on Coldwater River between 
Orange ville and Union City. 

Union City is on the Michigan Air Line Railroad, thirteen milea 
nortwest of Coldwater, a flourishing village, third in size in the coun- 
ty. It contains a saw mill and flouring mill, a large foundry on the 
spot where stood the old smelting works for the manufacture of iron 
ore obtained from the town of Butler. Should the water-power be 
fully developed Union City will be, ere long, the first manufacturing 
town in Southern Michigan. 

It contains three churches, several fine brick blocks and others in 
process ot erection, two hotels, carriage shops, blacksmith shops, offices, 
etc., a union school building of five departments, and many fine resi- 
dences. The Union City Register^ a weekly journal lately enlarged 
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and improved, is published by Bowen & Easton, young men well qual- 
ified for the positions they occupy. 

Union City has a population of 1,035, Uftion Township 1, 102.

Matteson was settled in 1831, by Kobert Watson and Abamantha 
Culver, (father of the Hon, J. H. Culver), Mr. Matteson, from 
whom the township derives its name, settled on the west bank of 
Matteson Lake. In 1836 there were many added to the number, 
among whom were Messrs. Corson, Johnson, Hiram Gardner, Esq., 
and others. 

Matteson is mostly timbered land and oak openings, with an ex- 
tensive morass or wet prairie lying along the inlet and outlet of Matte- 
son Lake, It contains much valuable farming land, and the last few 
years show much improvement in farming and farm buildings. 

Matteson Center contains the Town House and a school house. 
The post office is located at the head of Matteson Lake, where is also 
a steam saw mill, general store, blacksmith, and shoe shop. The lake 
is abundantly supplied with fish, and is visited by many parties during 
die season. 

The population of Matteson numbers 1,200,

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BRONSON TOWNSHIP AND VILLAGE. 



Bronson Township is bounded on the north by Matteson, east by 
Bethel, south by Noble, and west by St. Joseph county. Bronson was set- 
tled in 1829 by Joel Bronson, from whom the townhsip derived its name. 
Hon. Wales Adams, John G. Richardson and John Potter settled here 
in 1830. D. and A. Waterman in 1833. Mr. Wright, Rose, Alf. French 
and others came soon after this. Bronson, especially in and around 
the village, is remarkable for the nearness of the water to the surface 
precluding the possibility of having cellars under ground. Bronson 
was settled by very intelligent, enterprising men. Among whom are 
Mr. Rose, Messrs. Waterman, and the Hon. Wales Adams. Mr, 
Adams was originally from Massachusetts and came to Calhoun county 
when it was an unbroken wilderness, forded the Kalamazoo River at 
Kalamazoo, when there was but one log house in the place. He was 
then looking after a location to make his permanent home. This he 
found and settled where he now resides. He is widely known and 
highly esteemed. The old settlers have long known his worth and 
manly virtues. 

Bronson contains several steam saw-mills, is crossed by the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad, and has an excellent market for 
all kinds of farm produce, at the thriving village by the same name. 
The village of Bronson contains a stave and lumber mill near the 
depot, which does an extensive business ; a cooperage, foundry and 
machine shop, fine brick blocks and other buildings for stores, shops, 
and offices. One church, Union school building, a weekly paper, The 
Bronson Herald^ ably conducted by Babcock & Son, several blacksmith 
shops, carriage and wagon shops, three hotels, and many fine residences. 
Bronson ships a vast amount of produce, and does an extensive busi- 
ness for a town of its size, having a population of . 

Many are the quaint stories told about Mr. Bronson, the first 
settler before named. He acted as Territorial Magistrate for Branch . 
and St. Joseph counties. On one occasion a voluptuous widow, Allen 
by name, living at "Allen's Prairie," was about to marry as she be- 
came tired of living alone. Bronson being notified, went the 20 miles 
and married them, but, alas I one Squire Jones, of Jonesville, hear- 
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ing of the. marriage after dark, mounted his Indian pony and rode ten 
miles to Mrs. Allen's cabin. She had retired with her new made hus- 
band. Jones rapped, and Bronson, sitting by the fire drinking hot 
punch, bade him come in. Jones entered and excitedly said : *' Bron- 
son, what have you been about? you are out of your jurisdiction, this 
is Lenawee county. I am the magistrate. Mrs. Allen is not legally 
married, and I will contest it. ' ' 

Mrs. Allen hearing this, came into the bar-room clad in the 
habiliments for sleep, and standing before the contending magistrates, 
with elevatad hands, she exclaimed: " Oh, dear! Squire Jones, what 
shall I do? My reputation is ruined. Can it be possible that I ain't 
properly married ? " 

Jones replied, "Never mind Mrs. Allen, just stand up here and I 
will, for $10, marry you over again and make it all right." By this 
time her wedded lord made his appearance, and they did stand up, re- 
ceived the words pronouncing them man and wife from Squire Jones, 
who pocketed his $10, took something warming, and returned satisfied. 
No bills for divorce are on file in this case.

BRANCH COUNTY WAR RECORD. 

BY CAPT. G. H. TURNER. 

The echoes of Sumpter's guns had hardly died away, before the 
loyal North, roused to full appreciation of the national insult, sent forth 
her hardy sons to maintain the honor of her flag, and mete out justice 
to her haughty foes. Where all sprang to arms so simultaneously, wel- 
coming the horrors of war and position of danger at the front, rather 
than inglorious and disgraceful ease at home, it is hard to individualize 
or distinguish those worthy actions which made a hero of every citizen 
soldier of the Republic. The State of Michigan was second to none in 
the instant arming of her people, and the steady blaze of patriotism 
that burned as the pure, steady and strong light of Freedom's beacon 
through the gloom of four years of war. Branch County sent Com- 
pany " C " of the First Michigan Infantry, under the noble Butter- 
worth, as her first offering, and on the disastrous field of Bull Run 
foreshadowed, in their baptism of fire and blood, how fully and com- 
pletely the government could depend upon Michigan men. The First 
Battery of Michigan Artillery, (Captain, afterward General, C. 0. Loo- 
mis,) was rendezvoused at Coldwater, recruited almost exclusively from 
men in Branch County, and the following was its roster of officers : 
Capt. C. O. Loomis, Lieuts. G. W. Van Pelt, F. E. Hale, and Roland 
Root. It left the State June 1st, for the seat of war in Virginia, and 
was with Gen. McClellan in his Western Virginia campaign, participat- 
ing in the engagements of Greenbriar, Rich Mountain, and Elk water. 
Being ordered west, it had the advance in routing the rebels from Bowl- 
ling Green ; and the Adjutant General in his report says : " The First 
Michigan Battery saved the right wing of the Union army in the im- 
portant action at Perryville, Ky." The brilliant part this battery took 
in the battles of Stone River and Chicamauga, and other hard fought 
fields, is well known to all readers of the history of our late war. At 
Chicamauga it suffered terribly, losing its brave commander, Capt. Van 
Pelt, and five men killed, eight wounded, and thirteen missing. Forty- 
six horses being killed or disabled, two of the guns, for want of infantry 
support, fell into the hands of the enemy. No battery of the war re- 
ceived prouder testimonials of service than ''Battery A." It returned 
to the State July 12, 1865, and was mustered out at Jackson the 28th of 
the same month. 

Battery " D," Capt. Bidwell, although organized at White Pigeon, 
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belongs essentially to this county, as all of its officers and nearly all the 
men were from Branch County. It left the State December 9, 1861, for 
Kentucky, and the rolls showed the following roster of officers : Capt. 
Bidwell, Lieuts. J. W. Church, H. B. Corben, D. W. Sawyer and J. B. 
Fuller. On the 23d of November, 1863, it was furnished with 20-pound 
Parrot guns, and took position in Fort IS^egley, one of the principal 
works at Chattanooga, shelling the enemy on the 23d, 24th and 25th of 
November. It covered Gen. Hooker's advance up Lookout Mountain, 
and, on the 25th, the assault on Mission Ridge. November 1st, 1864, it 
was assigned to Redoubt Brannon, the flag redoubt of fortifications 
about Murfreesboro. From the 12th to the 15th of December it was 
engaged with Hood's forces in his movement against Nashville. Its 
battle flag is inscribed with the names of Hover's Gap, Chicamauga, 
Chattanooga, Mission Ridge, and Nashville. It returned to Jackson, 
Mich., July 22d, 1865, and was mustered out August 3d. 

Battery ''F," Capt. Andrews, was organized at Coldwater, and left 
the State on March 3d, 1862, under the following list of officers : Capt. 
Andrews, Lieuts. L, F. Hale, N. S. Andrews, B. D. Paddock and George 
Holbrook. At Richmond, Kentucky, its infantry supports failing, after 
a stubborn resistance it met with the loss of its guns. Oct. 31st, 1863, 
one section was doing garrison duty at Bowling Green and the other at 
Mumfordsville, Ky. In January, 1864, it marched across the Cumber- 
land Mountains to Knoxville, Tenn., suffering severely from intense 
cold and scarcity of rations and forage. On the 24th of April it was 
newly equipped, and was assigned to duty with the Twenty-third Army 
Corps. In May it joined the army of Gen. Sherman, and entered upon 
the Georgia campaign. At the battle of Resaca, on the 12th, it did 
splendid execution, and on the 9th, 11th and 14th shelled the enemy at 
Lost Mountain. Skirmishing daily, it took part in the action at Moss 
House, on the 23d. On the 24th lost three wounded at Kenesaw, and 
was engaged the 1st of June at Marietta. On the 8th of July it drove 
a rebel battery from position on the Chattahoochie River, capturing one 
of the enemy's guns. On the 11th assisted in driving the rebels out of 
Decatur, and on the 21st threw the first shell into Atlanta. It remained 
within 1,800 yards of the enemy, keeping up a constant fire till the 1st 
of August On the 4th was in the severe engagement of Utoy Creek. 
When Gen. Hood made his move upon Nashville, the battery returned 
to Chattanooga. In assisting Gen. Thomas at Nashville, it made a 
inarch of sixty miles in thirty-six hours, and from the 12th to the 16th 
participated in the defense of this place. Being re-equipped, it left 
Nashville on the 19th of January, 1865, with Gen. Schofield's command, 
was transported by rail to Louisville, thence by steamer to Cincinnati, 
and then by rail to Washington, D. C. On the 19th of February it 
19 
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moved to Alexandria, and from there took transports for Fort Fisher, 
N. C, then Beaufort, and finally to Newbern. On the 3d of March the 
battery, with the Fourth Corps, engaged the enemy at Wise's Forks, 
and on the 21st arrived at Goldsboro, N". C. At the close of the war re- 
turned to Jackson, Mich., and was mustered out July 1st, 1865. 

Battery "G," Capt. Lanphere, although rendezvoused at Kalama- 
zoo, was officered and recruited almost entirely from this county, and 
can be claimed by Branch County as fully as if organized within its 
limits. It left the State for Kentucky the 12th of February, 1862, under 
the following officers : Capt. C. H. Lanphere, Lieuts. R. M. Wilder, J. 
H. Burdeck, E. E. Lewis and A. Conklen. The battery saw much hard 
service in Western Virginia in 1862, but was soon ordered to Memphis, 
Tenn., and thence to Yazoo River, Miss. It took part in the battle of 
Chickasaw Bayou, December 28 and 29, losing eight wounded and two 
killed. In January, 1863, the battery moved to Arkansas Post, and as- 
sisted in taking that important point. In February and March it was 
at Young's Point and Miliken's Bend, La. In April, embarking on 
transports, it ran the blockade at Grand Gulf, and then took an active 
part in a series of engagements, with Gen. Grant, in his advance on 
Port Gibson. At Thompson's Hills, May 1st, it lost two killed and two 
wounded, was engaged heavily the 16th, at Champion's Hills, and on 
the 17th assisted in driving the enemy from Black River Bridge. On 
the 19th it arrived at Vicksburgh, and was among the first to commence 
an attack upon that place. It was actively engaged in the siege, and 
was present at the surrender on July 4th. On the 8th, 9th, lOth and 
11th it assisted in driving the enemy out of their fortifications in front 
of Jackson. After the fall of Jackson, proceeded to Carollton, La. 
Moving thence to New Orleans, embarked on the 13th November, 1863, 
for Brazos Santiago, Texas, and arrived on the 20th at Arkansas Pass. 
Disembarking on St. Joseph Island, it marched towards Fort Esparan- 
za, on Matagorda Island, one section engaging the en«my. December 
15th, crossed Pass Cavillo, and encamped on Decrow's Point. January 
4tli, 1864, proceeded to Indianola, Texas, engaging in several skirmishes. 
At Fort Esparanza embarked for New Orleans, and from there sailed 
on the 9th for Mobile Bay, and arrived at Fort Morgan Oct. 11th, and 
then took an active part in the siege of Mobile. From this point 
proceeded to Michigan, arriving at Jackson in August, 1865, and on the 
6th was mustered out of service. 

The Ninth Michigan Cavalry was organized in the fall of 1862, in 
Coldwater City, and left for the South on the 18th and 20th of May, 
1863. The muster rolls of the regiment contained 1,073 names. From 
Hickman's Bridge, Ky., it was ordered, on the 12th of June, in pursuit 
of Everett's guerrillas, overtook them at Triplett's Bridge, routed the 
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entire command, capturing many prisoners. On the 4tli of July joined 
in the pursuit of Morgan, who was then raidinac through Ohio and In- 
diana. A detachment of the regiment, in the first day's march, cap- 
tured a rebel Lieutenant Colonel and fifty-one men. Arriving at West- 
port, Ky., the regiment Avas divided. The first detachment, embarking 
on the river, joined the forces of Gen. Hobson, overtook and engaged 
the enemy at Bufflngton Island, taking 500 prisoners, three pieces of 
artillery, and a large number of arms. The other detachment, receiv- 
ing orders on the 24th to join in the pursuit, proceeded to Cincinnati by 
river, and thence by rail to Mingo Junction, on the Ohio River, march- 
ing through La Grange, overtaking Morgan, July 25th, near Steuben- 
ville, Ohio, and on the following morning succeeded in pressing him 
into a general engagement, which resulted, after a severe fight, in the 
complete route of his forces, with a loss of twenty-three killed, forty- 
four wounded, and 305 prisoners — nearly double the number of men in 
the detachment. Returning to Cincinnati, it participated in General 
Burnside's expedition into East Tennessee, arriving at Knoxville Sep- 
tember 3d. The command marched at once to Cumberland Gap, driving 
in the rebel pickets. A detachment entered the Gap, burned a large 
mill on which the enemy depended to a great extent for subsistence. 
The next day the rebel forces, 2,500 strong, with fourteen cannon, sur- 
rendered to the Union forces. Was engaged at Carter's Station, Septem- 
ber 23d, Zollicoifer the 24th, Blue Springs October 5th and 10th, Ray- 
town the 11th, Henderson's Station the 28th, marching in its five months 
of service near4y 3,000 miles Returning to Knoxville, engaged the en- 
emy on Clinch Mountain, December 6th. On the 10th routed the ene- 
my at Morristown. Was attacked, the 12th, at Bean Station, by Long- 
street's infantry, and obliged to fall back upon Rutledge, acting as rear 
guard for the Union forces. Was engaged in constant skirmishing for 
two successive days and nights. On the 16th of January, moving from 
Dandrige, encountered the enemy in superior force, and was compelled 
to retire, with a loss of 32 killed, w^ounded and missing. Falling back 
via Strawberry Plains, reached Knoxville with scarcely horses or equip- 
ments enough to mount one-fourth of the command, having lost them 
by the severe duty they had been called upon to perform. Returning 
to Nicholasville, Ky., to refit, in May, 1864, was again in pursuit of Mor- 
gan. On the ]2tli again encountered their old enemy, at Cynthania, 
routing the whole force and taking 110 prisoners. It then took up its 
line of march to join Gen. Sherman, and reached Marietta, Ga., in Au- 
gust. On the 9tli was assigned its position on the extreme right of 
Atlanta. Was engaged in a constant series of skirmishes during the 
siege, making one raid, under Gen. Kilpatrick, on the Montgomery rail- 
ija:!. Joining Kilpatrick's forces, took an active part in the march to 
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the sea, enaging the enemy at Macon, Gordon, Louisville, Waynes- 
boro, receiving the special notice of the commanding General in his 
report to the War Department, for the gallant charge made at the latter 
place. Reaching the vicinity of Savannah on the 12th, was detached 
for special service, to open communication with our fleet, and was the 
first regiment of Gen. Sherman's army to reach the sea. The march 
through the Carolinas was attended with constant skirmishing, and we 
have not space to chronicle the various actions the regiment took part 
in, by keeping Wheeler's and Hampden's cavalry at bay. They were 
heavily engaged at Aiken Solemn Grove, Averysboro, Bentonville, and 
Raleigh. It had the advance while pushing Johnson's forces at Chapel 
Hill, N. C., where the news of Lee's surrender reached the command, 
and a historian of that State says that " the Ninth Michigan Cavalry 
fired the last hostile shot of the war east of the Mississippi." The reg- 
iment reached Jackson, Mich., on the 30th of July, 1865, and was soon 
mustered out, having recorded on its battle flag fifty-seven enagements. 
Company " B," (Capt. Barrett,) 44th Illinois, was oflScered and recruited 
from this county ; and though serving under the name of a difierent 
State organization, on many a hard fought field proved themselves 
worthy to be called " Michigan men," and carved for themselves a name 
our State may well be proud of Many men from the county enlisted 
in other State regiments, and many regiments from our own State were 
largely made up from Branch County, among which we may mention 
the 11th, 17th, 19th and 28th Infantry, 1st Sharpshooters, and 4th and 
5th Cavalry. 

The whole number of men furnished by Branch County during the 
war, exclusive of those serving in other State organizations, was 2,776. 
The Adjutant General, in his report to the Governor, says : *' Michi- 
gan rejoices in the laurels gathered by the troops from other States, in 
common with her own, while gloriously and bravely battling with hers, 
as companions in arms on the same fields, and laments them as com- 
panions in death, falling side by side in the cause of their common 
country ; and while she cheerfully extends to the Union troops in gen- 
eral her meed of praise and gratitude for their bravery in battle, and 
their devotion to the cause of freedom and free institutions, it belongs 
to her, in duty to her own troops, to award to them her especial grate- 
ful acknowledgment of her indebtedness to them for the eminent and 
honorable position which she has acquired among her sister States, in 
the prosecution of this war, in vindication of national freedom ; and 
while she would not, by detraction from the meritorious and gallant 
services of other troops, exalt her own, still she is proud to say that no 
regiment of her gallant sons has, in a single instance, disgraced either 
itself or tarnished her honorable and bright escutcheon ! but they have 
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been found manfully fighting in the front rank on every field, and have 
been trusted and relied upon for efficiency in cases of emergency and 
great danger, and have been specially distinguished as possessing, in 
the highest degree, that characteristic so essential to success in war — 
true couragey 



AN ADDRESS 



Delivered hy Capt. J. H, McGowan, at Oak Grove CemetSij, on Sat- 
urday, May SO J 1868 J on occasion of decorating the graves of the 
illustrious dead who fell in defense of their country during the late 
rebellion, 

Mr. Chairman— Fellow Citizens: — 

It is a painful pleasure that to-day brings us together. The joy with 
which we gather to do honor to the memory of our former companions 
is circled all around with the sad remembrance that their young lives 
went out that we might live. None who here participate with us are 
too young to remember how but a very few years ago we rested secure- 
ly in the thought that ours was a land of peace and war was a thing 
only to be dreamed of And well do we aU remember how we refused to 
believe when that dismal April day announced the opening of the bloody 
conflict. Yet we soon learned that there were some things worse than 
war — some things worse than the desolation and death that follow in the 
train of armies. The thought of a country broken and dissevered — of 
the beautiful fabric of government reared by the thoughtful care and 
cemented with the blood and tears of our fathers, crushed and shattered, 
was more terrible than to risk the lives of our dearest, and there went 
out from our homes the brothers, the husbands, and the fathers. From 
the east and from the west, from one side of our broad land to the oth- 
er, from every village and hamlet, from almost every home, there went 
forth the young, the vigorous, the brave — ready and willing, yea, eager 
to meet and face the dangers which threatened our common country. 

As we heard the din and preparation of war in the south the north- 
ern hosts were marshalled. While the enemies of the Republic made 
ready to destroy it, the friends of the Republic were equally active in 
preparations of defense. 

At last the two great waves of humanity were dashed together, 
and the struggle, which we had vainly hoped would end with the first en- 
counter, raged on and on for four long, sad, and anxious years. Final- 
ly the clouds gave way and the sunlight of peace came through upon 
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US. The grand old banner was triumphant. Our country was saved. 
But the fruits of that terrible harvest was an army of slain. Left 
on the ground where they fell, put away in shallow graves and 
trenches, gathered in great cemeteries in the south, but few of all our 
dead were brought to sleep in our own quiet grave yards. Around the 
graves of those few we gather to-day, and while we do honor to their 
memories we forget not those who are not here — those who fill the thou- 
sand nameless graves or sleep beneath the restless waters. To-day 
thousands and tens of thousands of graves from Maine to California are 
lovingly decked with the sweet spring flowers. To-day a million of 
men, who but yesterday stood a living wall to stay the fierce storm of 
rebellion, bend over and drop the silent tear on the ashes of the na- 
tion's dead — their comrades who went down before the blast. To-day 
memory and gratitude quicken the blood and warm the heart. 

Those who have tented together on the open field, who have shared 
the scanty blankets and divided the morsal of food, those who have 
stood side by side while the deadly hail thinned out the ranks, those and 
those alone know the strength of the tie that binds soldier to soldior. 
Hence it is not only eminently fitting that we should come, but a happy 
privilege that we are permitted to come to-day as I trust we shall come 
once a year so long as one of us survives, and in memory of all our 
dead, decorate the graves of our departed comrades. 

As far as we have been able to learn there are but five soldiers who 
are buried or have monuments here, who belong to other States. 
Col. Crosswaite and Lt. Col. Hodges of th 44th Indiana, privates David 
R. Leonard of the 49th Ohio, Byron Bates of the 8th IST. Y. Heavy Ar- 
tillery, and George H. Hodges of the 30th Dlinois Infantry. These were 
all faithful and gallant soldiers. The remainder, about thirty in all, are 
Michigan men, who served in Michigan regiments and batteries, except 
seven of Co. *' B " of the 44th 111., who enlisted here in our own county 
and served under Michigan officers throughout. They were distributed 
through the following regiments and batteries r 44th 111., 6 ; 1st Mich. 
Battery, 3; 11th Mich. Cavalry, S; 44th Ind., 2; 1st Mich. Infantry, 2; 
19th Infantry, 1 ; 11th Infantry, 1 ; I7th Infantry, 1 ; 49th Ohio, 1 ; 9th 
Infantry, 1 ; 8th IST. Y. Artillery, 1; 20th 111., 1 : Lanphere's Battery, 1 ; 
9th Cavalry, 1 ; where Regiment and Company unknown, 11. 

It is said that when Napoleon Bonaparte wished to confer a great 
honor on the memory of a soldier killed in battle, he issued an order 
that the name of the deceased should be called at each roll call and when 
reached one of his companions should step from the ranks, and say, 
** died on the field of honor." We know that when from year to year 
we' come here to honor the soldier dead and call the names of Gilbert, 
Crosswaite, Hodges, Butterworth, Van Pelt, Parker, Hackstaff, Knap- 
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pin, Billingsly, Craft, Crites, Leonard, Preston, Kenyon, Bates, Hol- 
ben, Millard, Benton, Moore, Cudner, Clark, Hubbard, Newman, Rus- 
sell, Robinson, Conklin, Tuttle, Budana, Chamberlain, Aiken, Conrad, 
Mitchell, Newton, Nichols, and Myer, all hearts will respond, " died on 
the field of honor — died that their country might be saved." 

We detract nothing from the glory and reputation of other States 
when we say that Michigan soldiers were ever noted for their faithful- 
ness on duty and their bravery in action. The State was represented 
in every arm of the service and upon every part of the vast field of 
action, and never did the conduct of a single regiment — a single campa- 
ny or a single battery give us just cause to blush. And did the time 
and occasion warrant we could rehearse deeds and achievements of 
Michigan soldiers, that for their daring and glory, are unmatched in his- 
tory or fable. ******* 



MEETING OF THE PIONEERS OF BRANCH COUNTY, 
HELD AUGUST 29, 1868, 



Pursuant to a public notice the pioneers of Branch county assem- 
bled in the grove of Judge Harvey Warner, with their families and 
neighbors, to the number of 3,000. Spacious tables had been prepared 
loaded with eatables to satisfy the hunger of the multitude. The Hon. 
Wales Adams of Bronson presided. Allen Tibbetts of Cold water in- 
voked the blessing of Almighty God. Cannons fired a salute, the brass 
band played " Hail Columbia," and a quartette club^^sang *' Forty Years 
Ago." Dr. I. P. Alger of Coldwater was, by acclamation, elected secre- 
tary for the Pioneer Society, with instructions to call a future meeting. 
After dinner the chairman introduced, as speakers, Mr. H. Class, Judge 
Warner, and Roland Root, who spoke of the early incidents of the 
settlement of the county. Recounting the privations of frontier life, 
and pointing to prominent actions in the early history of the county, 
to wit : 

The first school teacher, 'Mrs. Dr. Kinney ; the first white child liv- 
ing, Mrs. P. P. Wright ; the man that built the first frame building, Mr. 
Harvy Warner, all present ; thus referring from one thing to another — 
calling from the store house of experience and memory scenes long 
passed ; the recital of which moved the hearts of the old settlers, and 
caused the tears to flow down the cheeks of many a spectator. 
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The chairman then introduced the secretary, who spoke substan- 
tially as follows : 

Mr. Chairman^ Pioneers, and Fellow Citizens : — Providence has once 
more permitted you to look upon faces familiar in years long passed to 
shake the withered hand of pioneer neighbors of thirty-eight years ago, 
when the county was a wilderness, only inhabited by the red man of 
America ; for just over on the prairie was an Indian village outnumber- 
ing in population by far all the white residents of this county in 1830. 
It was there, in the fall of '31, that their chief, " Sauagenett," stood Web- 
sterian in form and with eloquence like Patrick Henry, addressed hun- 
dreds of his native braves, urging them to go and assist Black Hawk 
when he should commence to defend the home of his tribe and the 
graves of their fathers. It was also there that Gen. Brown bivouacked 
with five thousand militia in 1883, on his way to put down the Black 
Hawk war, that was striking torror to the homes of the pioneers on 
the prairies of the west. 

How changed the scene this day. The wigwams have disappeared 
and only two miles west of where the huts of red men stood now stands 
the beautiful city of Coldwater. And as you, the remnant of the early 
settlers of Branch county, call up these scenes and incidents of other 
days, what thronging memories cluster around your cabin homes — that 
frank " how do you do, Fm glad to see you^'' so common among the fron- 
tier settlers, will long be cherished, for then a neighbor, though ten miles 
away, was a neighbor near and dear to you. But alas custom has 
changed that hearty friendship now. If early settlers had their priva- 
tions they also had their rewards in a spirit of frankness and accommo- 
dation and honest dealing that this age of velocipedes and Grecian 
bends will never enjoy. Look back over the sorrowing days of the 
past, when sickness and the angel of death visited your homes and bore 
some loved member of your family away to that other shore. What 
ministering angels of mercy your neighbors were as they came to share 
your sorrows and weep with you in affliction. 

Mr. Chairman, these are the faces and the wrinkled hands before me 
that were true to their humanity thirty-eight years ago. But in looking 
over this assemblage of early settlers, I see they are not all here. Many 
a man and woman once familiar are absent now. Anson Burlingame, 
son of Joel Burlingame, of Branch, is the official agent of the Chinese 
government, making commercial treaties with the civilized nations of 
the earth, and has already made for himself a reputation wide as three 
continents ; and where is Judge S. A. Holbrook, whose cheerful face 
and business tact was so familiar to you once ? He sleeps amid the gold- 
en sands of California, never again to mingle with the scenes of earth ; 
and where is John T. Haynes, once the director of your Baptist church?

he sleeps in old ocean's briny deep, his bones deposited in some coral 
cave, his spirit safe on the other shore communing with Abel, earth's 
first pioneer, in the realms of angels and of God. But yon lowering 
sun reminds me that life's moments with us all are fleeting, and soon 
these pleasant scenes of pioneer gatherings will be ended, for you who 
listen and he who speaks must soon, like our friend J oseph Hanchett 
and others, pass off life's stage, and when the last of the early settlers of 
this county shall sit as chairman at some future meeting of this society, 
may a happy, prosperous and intelligent people be present to minister 
to the wants of the last of that noble class of men and women who 
braved the trials of a home in the wilderness when this noble State was 
yet a Territory. 

Thanking you for your attention, and for your compliment in elect- 
ing me secretary of this society, and hoping that peace may bless your 
coming years, and as I never expect to meet you ^all again, I bid you 
good bye. 

How sad the word when friends are called to sever, 
It may be for a little while and it may be forever. 



SKETCHES OF PIONEER LIFE. 

BY JAMES H. LAWRENCE. 

In the fall of 1835, when we came to take-Jpossession of the land 
purchased in the (now) township of California, we passed through 
where now stands the thriving city of Coldwater. It then consisted of 
a tavern, a grocery, a small general store, a few log houses, and nothing 
more-r-sAl else, at that season of the year, a bleak waste swept by the 
wintry winds. 

The whole tract, where thousands now congregate, and so much 
wealth now centers, could have been bought for a few dollars, but there 
was none so reckless as to make the venture ; so we passed on to Mason- 
ville, where was a rickety, wheezing saw mill, trying its best with its 
slow, moving power to get out a few boards to supply the small demand. 
We took on a few, to shelter our luckless heads when we should reach 
our destination, and fording the river, struck out for " Waterhouse Set- 
tlement," the ne plus vltra of civilization, ten miles beyond. 

Our load consisted, besides the lumber, of a camp kettle, a half 
barrel of pork, some buckwheat flour, and a few potatoes frozen harder 
than gun stones ; a couple of axes, two rifles, blankets, etc. 
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After floundering all day in the mud, having stuck fast three or 
four times, and having to unload and dig out repeatedly, we reached the 
settlement, and were cordially received by the hardy pioneers, Messrs. 
Tripp, Waterhouse and Sampson, who gave us a good meal of venison 
and cranberry sauce. After a friendly chat we retired, to rise early and 
bid adieu to our hospitable friends ; and stepping over the dividing line 
between civilization and savage life, we struck boldly out into a hither- 
to untraversed tract of country. 

Just before reaching our destination, our team*^-' ran violently down 
a steep place " into the swamp, jostling our load severely and mixing 
things up pretty generally, spilling out the buckwheat flour, which we 
hastily gathered, and proceeded on our journey. Perhaps it would be 
well to add here, that some time after, when entirely out of eatables, 
and not being able to resort to the modern expedient, namely, borrow- 
ing, (our neighbors were too far away,) We bethought ourselves of the 
spilled buckwheat flour, and on going to the spot, found a little sleet 
had fallen and formed a crust over it, so that after removing the cover 
of our model meal chest, we had nearly a peck, dry and in good order. 
We gathered it up, as grateful as were the ancient Israelites on finding 
the "manna." 

After reaching the spot selected for our home, we commenced to 
build a house, by felling the first tree cut by a white man in the town 
of California. By night we had our house four logs high ; then, build- 
ing a fire in one corner, we began to prepare supper. We had hardly 
commenced, when we were startled by a voice outside in the darkness, 
saying in plain English, "Halloa there!" and peering out through the 
loopholes of our retreat, we answered, "Who's there?" "Friends," 
was the reply. We bade them enter, which they did by pushing aside 
the boards which formed the roof, and stepping over the top into our 
parlor. We found them to be two " land lookers " by the names of 
Asahel Brown and N'athan Austin. They were cordially welcomed, and 
cutting several sevcn-by-nine slices of pork, we soon had ready a hearty 
meal, of which we all partook with a relish, having then no fear of 
" trichinoB." After supper we set our dishes aside, there being no need 
of washing, as the same guests were to use the same dishes for their 
morning repast. 

We slept soundly, the ventilation being good. In the morning, 
knowing that heaping coals of fire was good for our enemies, we con- 
cluded to see what eflect it would have on frozen potatoes. We accord- 
ingly placed them in the fire, and heaped on the coals in the most 
approved Christian style. They came out as good as new, and thence- 
forth we were prepared to heap coals of fire on frozen potatoes, as well 
as upon the heads of our enemies. 
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After breakfast our guests left us, and Mr. Brown was so fortunate 
as to discoyer and secure that beautiful tract of land on which he now 
resides. 

We kept steadily on, ''putting our house in order," and when the 
sun sank in the west we had it roofed, chinked and mudded. And now 
that we were well established in housekeeping, we at once set about 
building a house for the family— the first regular house built in Califor- 
nia. After working till all our provisions were gone, we concluded to 
set our faces homeward. We took a devious Indian trail, calculating 
we could reach the nearest house (ten miles away) in time for break- 
fast. The " house " was reached, but there being no signs of life, con- 
cluded to let them sleep, and struck out for "Allen's Prairie," ten miles 
further, with no intervening house. Here we found a hamlet of sleep- 
ers, and concluded to travel on and see if the world was all asleep. As 
we came to the hill overlooking Jonesville, the sun was just breaking 
away from his mantle of gray, and looking out on another day. We called 
on " mine host," and ordered breakfast, after our morning walk of 
twenty miles. We sat down to the first regularly prepared meal we 
had eaten in three weeks. With appetites sharpened by abstinence 
and our wornmg walk, we did ample justice to the viands set before us. 
We seemed to possess the dilating powers of an anaconda, but knowing 
that a meal was a meal, concluded to get our money's worth ; and no 
one, to have seen us after we came out from that feast, could by any 
stretch of the imagination have supposed us to be the same lank, cadav- 
erous looking individuals of half an hour before. We then struck into 
a double-quick, and never once sat down till we had reached Saline, 
fifty miles from where we breakfasted, and more than seventy from our 
cabin in California. 

After a short stay we started, and in February, 1836, drove in the 
first ox team and load of goods ever brought to the town. Soon after, 
Mr. Beach started back for his family, and left the writer alone in the 
woods ; and never did I feel such a sense of loneliness as then— the 
nearest white person six miles away, and Indians and wild beasts in 
plenty. All the stories I had ever heard of Indians came thronging 
to my memory, and the thought that when my friends came back to 
look for me, my scalp might be scraped and smoking in some Indian's 
wigwam, or that I might be " chawed " up by wolves, was far from 
agreeable. Scarcely had night set in, when I heard the unmistakable 
howl of wolves at a distance ; but nearer and nearer it came, seeming as 
though Satan was loosed for a season, and all the fiends of the bottom- 
less pit were gathering around me, to hold high carnival previous to 
being bound down in everlasting chains ; and of all tiie earthly sounds 
I ever heard, the howl of those wolves was the most unearthly. Every 
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moment I expected they would attack my castle. " Each particular hair 
stood on end, like quills upon the fretful porcupine.'* I however kept 
up a good lire, determined if they did take me, I would go off in a blaze. 
I had two loaded rifles in the house, yet " all I wanted was to be let 
alone," and they wisely concluded not to storm such a fiery castle as 
mine, and could only gnash their teeth and vent their fury on each 
other. Toward morning they slunk away, and their howling grew 
faint and fainter till lost in the deep woods. 

About ten o'clock my sight was gladdened by the appearance of 
William Beach, who, forgetting his father's instructions, had left Allen's 
Prairie so late as to be unable to get through, and had consequently 
staid all night in the woods. Having fortunately found a deserted In- 
dian wigwam, he managed to wear the night away in safety, except the 
terrible fright caused by wolves and owls. 

The next day came along one of the sons of the forest— Lo the 
poor Indian ! He was a most singular specimen, for in addition to his 
swarthy, dirty looks, he had no nose ! Either in some free fight, or by 
some of the ills that flesh is heir to, he had lost this most necessary ap- 
pendage, and had substituted the hoof of a deer. Wishing to place 
ourselves on friendly terms with our neighbors^ we asked him in to eat 
with us, after the first salutation, which consisted, on his part, of " bus- 
shoe, shemokomore," (How d'ye do, white man?) and, in broken En- 
lish, "Hungry me," (I never knew one that was not hungry). After 
breakfast the old fellow shouldered his rifle and went off in. the woods, 
soon returning with the carcasses of two deer, of which he gave us a 
good supply. Thus on friendly terms with my neighbors, I could al- 
most at any time get a saddle of venison for a few pounds of salt or 
flour. 

A camp of Indians, five miles away, were our only neighbors dur- 
ing that first stern winter. 

In February of 1836, came the first white family— the family of 
Samuel Beach, consisting of himself, wife, and eight children ; and the 
Beach sprouts kept springing up around the parent stub till they 
reached the goodly number of eleven ; and this worthy example, set by 
this model family, has been closely followed, though never excelled, by 
those who came after. 

In those early times, before the day of churches in these wilds, 
meetings were held in the neighbors' houses. One night the meeting 
was to be at the house of Father Cass, and he was leader. Father Cass 
was a most inveterate chewer of tobacco, a three penny paper being 
barely sufficient for two chews. Well, as the brothers and sisters were 
relating their experiences, and just as a brother ceased speaking. Fa- 
ther Cass took a fresh chew of tobacco of the usual size, and remarked, 
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** Still there's room for another." The ludicrousness of the scene 
brought down the house, and destroyed all the solemnity for that even- 
ng. At another time, one of the young converts, who had been 
addicted to using rough language, arose and said, '' Brethren, this re- 
minds me of the time when I was neither man nor boy, and used to get 
down in the corner of the fence and pray like thunder /" 

One other anecdote about Uncle Cass we must tell. He was once 
started out in great haste to obtain help, on a very important and inter- 
esting occasion. He had some three miles to go for the doctor, and on 
his way he struck a muskrat track. With an eye to business, he forgot 
his errand and went for the muskrat ; and the consequence was, he got 
the muskrat but forgot the doctor. When he got home at night, he 
had, not a rabbit, but a muskrat skin " to wrap the baby buntin' in." 
The women were very indignant, but suffice it to say the young stran- 
ger who came to town on that occasion is now a stalwart blacksmith, 
and can wield the sledge equal to the ".Learned Blacksmith" or any 
other man. 

A PIONEER WEDDING. 

Abe having the weighty matter weighing on his mind, came to the 
Squire one day, and said: "Be you the Squire?" "Yes." "Wal, I 
want you to come up to our house to-morrer. Me and Katy wants to 
get married." Accordingly the Squire put on his best, and at the time 
appointed, accompanied by a friend, repaired to the house of the dam- 
sel so soon to be the happy possessor of a husband. The old lady, the 
foster mother of the girl, sat on the floor, peeling potatoes for the wed- 
ding feast. The bride was dressed in her every-day habilaments, and 
seemed entirely unconscious of the bliss in store for her, not thinking 
that the occasion required any previous preparation on her part. After 
the ceremony, the husband took his guests into the woods to help cut 
down a bear tree, whose inmate he proposed to serve up for the wed- 
ding dinner, but Bruin being gone from home, all were content to fall 
back on the aforesaid potatoes. 
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About the middle of September, in the year 1830, two young men, 
travelers, who had experienced varied adversities in the a Estern States 
halted for the night at the door of a log house, situated two miles east 
of where the city of Coldwaternow stands. The house was occupied 
by A. F. Boulton and John Morse, and was supplied with everything 
comfortable for the accommodation of man or beast. A lodge of several 
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hundred Pottawatomie Indians was encamped about one and a half 
miles in a northwest direction, to which place the travelers who had 
stopped for the night, repaired. The Indians occupied their time in 
smoking, dancing, and speech-making alternately. They were discuss- 
ing the subject of their removal beyond the Mississippi. The earnest 
appeals of several young orators, to their superiors, to resist the ag- 
gressions of the United States Government, w ere strikingly beautiful. 
It was a lovely evening ; the moon shed a pale and melancholy light 
upon the wild and picturesque landscape. The occasional yelpings of 
the Indians, their gutteral chantings, the monotonous roll of the drum, 
and the rattling of bones reverberating through the forest added en- 
chantment to the scene. At this time not more than ten or twelve 
families lived in the county of Branch. There was not a stream bridged 
west of the village of Clinton. A solitary log house stood a short dis- 
tance east of where the city of Cold water now stands, and was occupied 
by Mr. Bonner, a Welchman. Mr. Bonner first settled in the town of 
Batavia on the bank of Pour Mile Creek, a few miles below where Mr. 
Shinnamon now lives. Capt. Kirk, a millwright from the State Of 
Maryland, lived with his family in an evacuated trading house on the 
west bank of Coldwater River. He was a first-class mechanic, a man 
with fine proportions, with a cultivated intellect. Unfortunately Capt. 
Kirk had become accustomed to the habit of tippling, and before the 
close of the succeeding October he died with the delirium tremens. His 
bones now rest on the w^est bank of the river. Mr. Toole, a gentle- 
manly young man from the State of Virginia, was then engaged in 
building a saw-mill on a site now called Black Hawk. He had brought 
a few hundred dollars with him, purchased eighty acres of land, but be- 
fore the mill was completed his money was exhausted. He became dis- 
heartened, and abruptly left the Territory, and never again retured to 
claim any portion of his property. 

At this date there were six families living on Bronson prairie, to 
wit : Seth Dunham, Supervisor of the town of Green, Jabe Bronson, 
Justice of the Peace, John J. Richardson, Constable and Collector, 
Samuel Smith, Jeremiah Tillotson and Samuel Haslet. A Mr. Snow 
boarded with Mr. Tillotson, and was cultivating a patch of corn and 
potatoes without a fence, about three miles east of Bronson, at a place now 
called " Snow Prairie." As .this was the first improvement commenced 
'^ in the township of Bethel, and will form the basis of the history of that 
township, it will not be improper perhaps to give a farther account of 
the original settler. Mr. Snow was apparentley forty or fifty years of 
age ; of a taciturn turn of mind, his figure w^as rather tall and spare ; 
his sloping shoulders, compressed lips, and black evasive eyes gave to 
him a repulsive appearance. He was from one of the New England 
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States, and had been married ; but being a man possessed of keen 
sensibilities and a fondness for variety, became disgusted with the re- 
straints and annoyances of conjugal life, abruptly left his family to the 
mercy of the world, and sought repose for himself amid the wilds of 
the west. In the fall of 1831, Mr. Snow sold his improvements and 
produce to Mr. Olmstead, father of Lyman Olmstead, of Bethel, for 
$100, with which he purchased 80 acres in St. Joseph County. The 
following spring the Sauk War broke out. Mr. Snow became frighten- 
ed ; sold his land for two yoke of stags and an old Pennsylvania wagon, 
and hastened to the State of New York. When the war closed, he re- 
turned ; purchashed back his land, where he lived two years; he again 
sold and purchased the land where the village of Burr Oak now stands. 
After the lapse of one or two years he again become dissatisfied and 
sold to William Lock, the present owner, and emigrated to the then 
Territory of Iowa. Iowa did not exactly suit him ; he sold again and 
removed to the northwest part of the State of Arkansas, where, among 
the hills he lived, apparently contented, for several years. Becoming 
again restless, he sold, and about eight years since returned to Branch 
county. He was poor, dccrepid with age and infirmities — his hollow 
eyes and trembling limbs indicating that he had seen hard service. He 
followed the business of trapping for several months, along the placid 
and limped waters of Hog Creek; but not meeting with the success he 
anticipated, he left in disgust, emigrated to the Territory of Minnesota, 
which is the last heard of him. 

The following morning the travelers above mentioned, proceeded 
on their journey ; they were in search of some quiet nook or dell, where 
they hoped to pass the balance of their daj^s in peace, away from bustle 
and strife. Their natures were the same, and their appearance so simi- 
lar that one was often mistaken for the other. They had been reared 
from infancy without the softening influences of parental care. They 
were orphans. They had become familiar with the cold gaze of the 
world, and had no desire to mingle with it again. They traveled 
through the counties of St. Joseph and Kalamazoo and saw many 
beautiful and unoccupied locations ; but unaccustomed to agricultural 
pursuits and country life, they knew not in what business ^to engage . 
After much reflection they concluded to retrace their steps. Accord- 
ingly about the 1st of October they left Prairie Ronde In the morning, 
.followed the trail through Nottawa and reached the Chicago trail 
about an hour after sunset, five miles west of Bronson Prairie, and near 
where the Chicago road now crosses Hog Creek. The road to Bronson 
was circuitous and diflicult to follow ; the moon shed a pale and mellow 
light through a hazy atmosphere, but the dense forest and thick foliage 
along the pathway hid the light from their view. They groped their 
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course along the gloomy way — no noise was heard except the occasional 
shrieking of the owl, or the hellish yelping of the wolves. They had 
not proceeded far before they were aroused from their reveries by the 
tinkling of a cow-tell — they knew from experience that an emigrant 
family had encamped not far distant ; directly they saw a bright light 
gleaming through the interstices of the forest trees ; they approached 
cautiously within a few rods of the encampment in order to take a view 
of the arrangement. The trunk of a large, dry ash was well on fire, 
the blaze and smoke ascended to mid heaven, which contrasted beauti- 
fully with the surrounding forest. Two men in red shirts were seated 
at a respectful distance from the blazing mass, earnestly engaged in 
conversation. One of them was a tall, lank, lantern-jawed man, appar- 
ently 25 or 30 years of age ; the other was of common size, with a 
sedate and interesting countenance, a few years the senior of the first. 
A large mastiff lay growling in the rear. Two females also occasionally 
appeared from behind a blanket which was suspended upon two poles. 
The oldest about 25 years of age — appeared to be a good, solid, service- 
able woman, dressed in linsey looolsey. The other was about 18 years 
of age, and was the exact opposite of the first Her model figure was 
robed in the most approved style — the graceful and majestic ease with 
which she swept along among the foliage, the witching smile which 
played around her lovely lips, the flushed and dimpled cheeks, the lust- 
rous eye, and profusion of jetty locks which swept her well developed 
bust, gave to her, amid the wildness and beauty of the scene, an ex- 
exceedingly interesting appearance. The artist could not have imagined 
a more lovely view for his pencil. The two travelers, although they 
were nearly exhausted with fatigue, and weak for the want of proper 
nourishment, gazed, from their place of concealment, upon the inter- 
esting group before them with wonder and amiration. 

They did not remain in that situation long ; but emerged from the 
brush, approached the emigrants, and asked to be supplied with refresh- 
ments ; and for permission to remain by their fire till morning. The 
men looked upon the travelers with unconcealed suspicion. The dense 
forest in which they were located, the gloom of the night, and the dis- 
tance from habitation, all went to confirm their fears, that banditti were 
lurking around. After a long consultation with the women, it was de- 
cided that the request should be complied with. And soon a pan full oC 
well dressed squirrels were in condition to satisfy and refresh the trav- 
elers. Confidence was restored, the parties became social, and their in- 
tentions made known. The names of the travelers mentioned at the 
commencement of this article, were Willard Pierce and Welles Adams. 
They came direct to Michigan from New York city, where they had 
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lived several years. The names of the emigrant party were, Resin 
Holmes and Thomas Holmes. They were from Marion county, Ohio. 

The next morning the parties examined the surrounding country, 
and before night it was stipulated that Pierce and Adams should build 
a saw mill where the Chicago trail at that time crossed Hog Creek, and 
t hat the Holmeses should settle in the immediate vicinity. 

Accordingly in the course of a few days. Pierce went on foot to 
Monroe where the land office was then located,entered the land, returned 
by the way of Detroit ; purchased the mill irons and shipped them 
around the Lakes to the mouth of the St. Joseph River, and from thence 
up the river to MoUville, The following July the mill was in operation. 
Mr. Pierce became dissatisfied with the country, and with the business 
of making lumber ; sold his interest in the saw mill to William A, 
Kent, and returned east, Mr. Pierce, in his deportment, was gentle- 
manly and dignified ; he was a first class machinist and had been em- 
ployed in some of the best manufacturing establishments in New Eng- 
land ; and was capable of superintending the construction of the most 
complicated machinery. As a draughtsman he could not be excelled. 
He had not been long east before he was employed by a ■ company of 
rich QuaJiers who were engaged extensively in building cotton machin- 
ery at Cumberland, Rhode Island. They soon appreciated his services 
and gave him unlimited control of their establishment ; and, also, a 
large interest in the profits. 

In the course of two years Mr, Pierce married an accomplished and 
lovely daughter of one of the Quakers, and at once embraced their un- 
ostentatious form of worship. In the year 1840 Mr. Pierce retired from 
bus iness rich ; and the same year came to Michigan with his wife to 
show her where he had suffered the ineonveniences of frontier life, and 
to induce Adams to return east,and occupy the position in business he had 
left. Since which time he has not been engaged in any kind of business, 
except as director of Pawtucket Bank. He is now, in the year 1870, 70 
years of age, vigorous, and enjoying the consolation consequent upon a 
well spent life. Nearly forty years have elapsed since Mr. Pierce left 
Branch county ; and there are now not more than four men living 
within the bounds of the county, who recollect him as a citizen. All 
others who knew him here, have emigrated, or their bones are now 
mingling with mother earth. The names of those men are Harvey 
Warner, Allen Tibbets, J. B. Tompkins, and Wales Adams. Resin 
Holmes sold the land he had entered the following spring to Enos 
Gragy, and emigrated to Kalamazoo county. 

The first inhabitants of every new country are generally composed 
of every variety of character, from those who have moved in the most 
refined seciety to those who have never moved in any. The latter are 
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well adapted to the enjoyment of a forest life ; they have no wants ex- 
cept such as are within their grasp, and seldom any aspirations except 
such as are connected with the chase. They are bold, generous, and 
sympathetic. Although they will avail themselves of the opportunity 
to make an honest penny out of a traveler, they will not turn from their 
doors those who are destitute. They look with unutterable contempt 
upon those who assume consequential airs, unless they are fully satisfied 
that they are abundantly supplied with pecuniary means. The real pio- 
neers have received but little, and perhaps no book education, but their 
conversational powers are often good. They cultivate from infancy a 
propensity to relate long, prosy, egotistical yarns, and whatever may be 
the character or taste of their auditory, they will not willingly submit 
to inattention during the rehearsal. The natures of the females are 
similar to the men ; they are generally coarse and masculine in their 
appearance ; but nevertheless are exceedingly prolific and produce a 
vigorous progeny. The loud, sharp voices of many of them contrast 
horribly with the soft, musical accents of city and village bred females. 
But they have good lungs ; they know nothing about dyspepsia or neu- 
ralgia, or any of the fashionable and high sounding diseases which now 
prevail in high life. Many of them are industrious and frugal, but the 
large families by which they are surrounded occupy their whole atten- 
tion and prevents them from cultivating a desire for dress and arrange- 
ment. 

The writer was acquainted with a pioneer woman who lived in 
Branch county in the year 1830. She was bom and raised in the woods 
in the State of Ohio. She knew nothing about society. She cared but 
little about the color or cut af her dress, whether it was long or short 
waisted, high or low neck ; whether it was drawn snug around her per- 
son so as to expose her real form like a squawks petticoat, or hung with 
a graceful and lovely swell ; whether it concealed or exposed her ex- 
tremities ; whether her feet were bare or shod. But she had an uncon- 
querable desire to be the possessor of a clean, white cap, peculiarly con- 
structed ; none of the close fitting, comely caps which so often adorn the 
heads of females in fashionable life, would answer— but the crown of 
hers must be of gigantic dimensions, which would sweep, as she walked, 
the beams of her log house, and when she had her cap fairly adjusted, 
and placed upon her head, she assumed airs which no prude of the 
present day could imitate. She had no objection to boys receiving some 
education-r-it would not be improper for them to read and write — but 
no pedagogue should fret the heads of her girls with books ; they had 
enough else to attend to. 

As soon as the country begins to fill up, and organization takes 
place, the pioneer becomes restless; there is no range for his cattle and 
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hogs ; he suffers severely from the restraints and annoyances of society. 
The itinerant promulgator of Divine Laws, with his black coat and 
elongated countenance, designates a place for meeting ; the tax-gatherer 
haunts his house ; a disciple of Galen appears in the neighborhood with 
his stove pipe hat, capacious pill bags, and fiddle-back pony ; the ped- 
dler, with his tin trunks filled with nostrums and tape, solicits patron- 
age ; the pettifogger, with his head filled with quotations from Black- 
stone, is clamorous for a client. The pioneer will stand it no longer— 
his peace is at an end ; he sells the first opportunity, and departs for a 
western territory. 

The county of Branch was organized into a township by the name 
of Green, in the year 1829, and was attached to St. Joseph county for 
judicial purposes. The county seat was located at White Pigeon, where 
all legal business was transacted for the two counties. The law made it 
obligatory upon the Territorial Governor to appoint Justices of the 
Peace. Jabe Bronson received the appointment from Gov. Cass — con- 
sequently he was the first judicial officer in Branch county. Esquire 
Bronson located in the county of Branch on the prairie bearing his 
name, in the year 1828. The thin grey locks which hung in disorder 
over his shoulders, his furrowed cheeks and dimmed eyes, furnished un- 
mistakable evidence that he had seen at least half a century. He was 
rather small in stature, and walked with a firm and measured step ; he 
was ostentacious in his bearing, and possessed no prominent traits of 
character. In firmness he was wofully deficient. But like many great 
men of a more modern date " he watched the breeze and set his sails 
accordingly." Esquire Bronson was born in the State of Connecticut, 
and had received a very limited education. He learned the trade of a 
ship carpenter, and followed it for nearly a quarter of a century ; he had 
been employed several years in some of the best ship yards in New 
York, and had helped caulk and repair many an old hulk in the dry 
dock. Situated as he was, he permitted the fire of his youth to ooze out 
without joining in wedlock. At length he commenced rambling, and 
in the course of time reached Canada, where he met a buxom and whole- 
some looking widow woman who had four children with her, and he 
soon contracted a permanent matrimonial arrangement. They turned 
their faces west ; lived several years in Brownstown, in the Territory 
of Michigan, and finally landed in Branch county. Esquire Bronson 
was not studious ; he seldom opened the lids of his Territorial Statute, 
unless his attention was directed to some particular section or act. He 
presumed that he should not have been appointed to a responsible situ- 
ation had he not been fully fitted by nature to discharge the duties of 
his office. He relied more upon his j udgement and surrounding circum- 
stances, than upon written iaw ; consequently in the course of his offi- 
cial acts he committed many amusing blunders. 
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The early settlers of Branch County were fond of litigation. They 
would not submit to the slightest real or fancied wrong, without ap- 
pealing to a legal tribunal. Indeed, justice courts in a new country are 
manifestly indispensable. They operate as theaters, or places of amuse- 
ment ; no class of people, whether savage or civilized, Christian or Pa- 
gan, can live contented without excitement ; and the man who has lost 
all relish for amusements and exciting scenes, becomes indifferent to the 
cares of life, and waits impatiently 

" Until just Death, kind umpire of men's miseries, 
Witli sweet enlargement doth dismiss him." 

The justices, litigants, pettifoggers and jurors were the actors. The 
pettifoggers personated the tragedian and comedian in the same play ; 
and often performed their parts admirably well, amid tumultuous ap- 
plause. Justices' courts, therefore, were formerly places of resort for all 
classes of people. The clamor of one suit scarcely died away before an- 
other was commenced more interesting than the former, which had the 
happy effect of keeping the inhabitants in a constant state of excite- 
ment, thereby rendering them contented, however straightened may have 
been their pecuniary condition. In a community where there were a score 
or more of male adults, generally two or more of their number assumed 
to be advocates. Although at that time they knew little about law or 
common sense, yet they had learned several law terms, which they 
used with fluency on all occasions, and it was entirely immaterial 
whether they were adapted to the points at issue or not. The incom- 
prehensible language and ostentatious manner in which they were 
quoted, had a tremendous and telling effect upon the court and audi- 
ence. 

The territorial law of Michigan would not permit a tavern-keeper 
to hold the office of Justice of the Peace ; nor would it allow a Justice 
to hold his court in a bar-room. But Justices of the Peace found little 
or no difficulty in evading this law when occasion required. Esquire 
Bronson was manifestly a tavern-keeper, a Justice of the Peace, a post- 
master ; and he invariably held his court in a bar-room, and never, 
according to his construction, in the slightest degree violated the law. 
Abiel Potter, who lived with Bronson and was his step-son, claimed to 
be landlord. When the time arrived for a suit to commence, the bottles, 
glasses and toddy-sticks were removed from the bar to the kitchen, and 
when all was clear, Bronson would exclaim, in a loud and distinct voice, 
"Abiel Potter, is this a bar-room we now occupy?" Abiel Potter an- 
swered unequivocally, " No sir, it is not." Bronson would then call the 
suit and proceed to trial. When the court adjourned, the bottles were 
replaced, and the hall of justice was instanter converted into a bar-room. 
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Justices' courts were held on Bronson*s Prairie more than a year an- 
terior to any other place in Branch county ; and they were vigorously 
continued. Consequently the inhabitants of that vicinity, in the course 
of time, became familiar with all the nice intricacies of law. Bronson's 
Prairie, for more than a dozen years after the days of Esquire Bronson, 
was emphatically the law focus for the county of Branch ; during which 
time several men of acknowledged genius had made the practice of law 
in Justices' courts their principal business, and had become notorious 
advocates. Their fame extended beyond the precincts of Branch county. 
They relied, however, more upon innate knowledge of the fundamental 
principles of law and common justice than upon laborious research in 
voluminous and antiquated books. Many of the sharpest lawyers in 
Coldwater, who plumed themselves upon their preeminent sagacity and 
depth of legal knowledge, occasionally attended the Bronson sessions. 
They went full of assurance ; returned, humiliated and crestfallen. 
They could not successfully face a Bronson Cicero. Every point they 
attempted to make was met with logical and unanswerable arguments, 
condensed and beautiful, and unless pecuniary considerations had a 
controlling influence, scarcely a lawyer in Coldwater could be found 
who had the audacity to hazard a second effort. 

About half a score of years since, the law focus was removed, by 
common consent, from Bronson to a place called Quincy, a village lo- 
cated in the eastern extremity of Branch county, where the sessions 
have been kept up to the present time with tolerable zeal. 

Since the court hes been removed, the village of Bronson has as- 
sumed a neat and unobtrusive appearance. The inhabitants are alSable, 
magnanimous, peaceable. All are engaged in commendable pursuits. 

In the winter of 1830 and '31 the six families who occupied Bron- 
son's Prairie supported a good school. It was taught by Columbia 
Lancaster, in a log tenement which stood within a few rods of the 
present residence of James Buggies, and was then owned by Seth Dun- 
ham. Fifteen or more scholars were regularly in attendance. Among 
their number were three well developed young ladies, daughters of Mrs. 
Bronson and Mr. Tillotson ; also a son of Esquire Jones, of Jonesville. 
This was the first school taught in Branch county, and the first taught 
between Clinton and White Pigeon. During the three months that 
Lancaster resided on Bronson's Prairie, he officiated as pedagogue, law- 
yer, theologian, and as a disciple of -ZEsculapius. He was the sine qtca 
non. The inhabitants of that pent and isolated community reposed 
unbounded confidence in the ability of Mr. Lancaster to perform what- 
ever he undertook.

While words of learned length and thundering sound 
Amazed the gazing rustics ranged around ;

That one small head could carry all he knew." 

As Mr. Lancaster was the first pedagogue in the county of Branch, 
a short sketch of his life may not be uninteresting. Columbia Lancas- 
ter was born in the State of Connecticut, in the year 1803 ; emigrated 
with his father's family to Ohio in 1817 ; labored assiduously in the 
usual business of farming, till he arrived at the age of manhood ; re- 
ceived his education in district schools ; commenced the study of divin- 
ity with a presiding elder in 1825 ; at the end of two years became be- 
came satisfied that clerical robes were not adapted to his capacity ; 
entered the law office of Whittlesy & Newton as a student in 1827 ; was 
admitted to the bar in 1830 ; arrived at White Pigeon in August of the 
same year ; was admitted, and commenced the practice of law ; taught 
school on Bronson's Prairie in the winter of 1830 and '31 ; at White 
Pigeon the following summer ; erected the first log house in Centerville 
in the fall of 1831, Robert Clark, the proprietor of the village plat, giv- 
ing him his choice of the lots ; lived there alone with his brother Elizur 
in the winter of 1831 and '32 ; followed the chase, and was successful ; 
proved an adept in the business ; county seat removed from White Pig- 
eon to Centerville in 1832 or '33 ; business prospects brighten ; clients 
and retaining fees are abundant ; becomes a popular and talented advo- 
cate ; practices in all the courts in the adjoining counties ; in 1836 mar- 
ries a worthy, accomplished and fascinating lady in the State of Ohio ; 
is president of St. Joseph county bank ; in 1838, represents St. Joseph 
county in the Legislature ; about the year 1840 sells his property in 
Centerville to the Hon. John S. Chipman, and leaves Michigan with his 
family for Oregon ; reaches a gorge in the Rocky Mountains eight hun- 
dred miles beyond the settlements ; his family all sick ; child dies , wife 
unable to proceed ; his companions leave him with the Indians and pur- 
sue their journey ; the Indians prove friendly, and assist him in his 
return to the settlements ; goes to Pennsylvania and stops there some 
time ; returns again to Michigan, and about the year 1845 leaves again 
with his family for Oregon ; succeeds ; settles on the Columbia River, 
and secures a section of land ; in 1856 represents the Territory of 
Washington as a delegate in Congress ; still lives where he first settled . 
feels at home, and is surrounded by all the comforts of life.
